Many students who had worried 
about passing tests which will 
help draft boards determine 
whether they should be permitted 
to cogtinue their college careers 
or be inducted into the armed 
forces breathed sighs of relief 
yesterday. More than 1400 stu- 
dents took the Government-spon- 


sored examination, and the con- M 


sensus was- that the questions 
were easy.

A fair samplé of these hints 
was found in one suggestion 
which the supervisors, under du- 
ress, read to the students. This 
advised that the best way to dis- 
pose of bits of paper is “by 
dropping them on the floor be- 
side your desk.” 

Little Faith in Honor System. 

The instruction booklet indi- 
cated clearly that the Educational’ 
Testing Service, of Princeton, N. 
J., which prepared the test for 
Selective Service, is an organiza- 
tion of little faith as far as the 
honor system is concerned. 

.To prevent cribbing, a problem 
which St. Louis educators other- 
wise would have been unable to 
meet, the agency sent along eight 
seating plans complete with dia- 
grams, in order to create a sort 
of no-man’s land between exam- 
inees. 

For some reason which the 
agency overtly neglected to ex- 
plain; left-handed students re- 
ceived speéial mention in the 
anti-cribbing section of the book- 
let. 

“Left-handed persons,” the 
booklet decreed, “should be placed 
only in seats 6, 14 and 21 in the 
diagram, beginning at the back of 
the room and seating them for- 
ward.” It also stated that no 
right-handed person could be 
seated behind a, left-handed per- 
son and that left-handed exami- 
nees should be segregated at 
tables from right-handed exami- 


nees. 
A Booby-Trap. 

As a matter of fact there was a 
booby-trap in the test for left- 
handers. The space gor working 
out mathematical problems was 
on the right side of the question 
sheet. Thus when left-handers 
were working on a: problem the 
problem itself was covered up. 

There were 150 questions in 
the test with answers Selected 
through the multiple-choice meth- 
od. The questions were based 
principally on vocabulary, reading 
comprehension, chart analysis and 
mathematics, Many students said 
it was more difficult to ‘figure 
out the questions than the an- 
swers. 

About 175,000 €ollege students 
of draft age took the identical 
test at 1000 centers across the na- 
tion today. The remainder of the 
500,000. youths who will take the 
three-hour quiz will be examined 
June 16, June 30 and July 12.

SHORTAGES CTED 


Decline Is First in More 
Than Year — Rise in 
Defense - Employment 
Predicted. 


Total manufacturing employ- 
ment in the St. Louis metropoli- 
tan area fell off last month for 
the first time in more than a 
year, the Chamber of Commerce 
industrial bureau reported yes- 
terday. 

Material shortages, chiefly in 
automobile agsembly plants, and 
seasonal layoffs in the shoe and 
apparel industries were given as 
the chief reasons for the decline. 
Total unemployment in the metro- 
politan area at the end*<of April 
was estimated at 27,000: persons 
as compared with 26,500 on 
March 15. 

Layoff Shock Absorbed. 

Increasing importance of the 
mobilization program in the St. 
Louis area has served to absorb 
the shock of layoffs, the bureau 
reported, noting that prospects of 
increasing employment in the 
near future in defense plants lie 
chiefly with McDonnell Aircraft 
Corp., the Chevrolet shell plant 
and Scullin Steel Co. 

“These three plants alone will 
probably employ about’3000 more 
persons by the end of the year,” 
the report said. “Other defense 
plants to be reactivated, but on 
which no schedules of employ- 
ment are yet available, are the 
St. Louis Ordnance Plant and the 
MeQuay-Norris fuse plant. 
“Emerson Electric Co.’s aircraft 
turret plant at Washington Park, 
lll., is laying off from 400 to 500 
workers for a three-month period 
for retooling. The plant had about 
1400 employes. In the Illinois sec- 
tion of the metropolitan area, fer- 
tilizer plants will reduce opera- 
tions or be slowed by the lack of 
livestock, whith are being with- 
held from the market because of 
price controls.” 

Steel Expansion Prospects. 

The bureau reported that ac- 
tivity in steel plants and foundries 
in the area that produce railroad 
equipment was expected to ex- 
pand if the scrap supply proved 
sufficient. Dow Chemical Co,, it 
added, will begin hiring soon for 
the production of magnesium at 
its Madison plant. 

Construction activity continued 
at a high level last month and 
early this month. Residential and 
non-residential construction are 
running at levels higher than last 


year. 

Major industrial projects be- 
gun in April, the bureau reported, 
include expansions of Monsanto 
Chemical Co., Great Lakes Carbon 
Corp., Shampaine Co., Midwest 
Piping & Supply Co., Lewis-Howe 
Co, and a new’ plant for the Eng- 
lander Co. Granite City Steel 
soon will begin the first phase 
of a $35,000,000 expansion pro- 
gram.

RENE J. D. BAILLY, 


15,000 - YEAR - OLD 
SKELETON LENT 
TO WASHINGTON U. 


The skeleton of’ a woman who 
lived ‘more than 15,000 years ago 
goes on display tomorrow in 
Wilson Hall at Washington Uni- 
versity. 

Rene J. D. Bailly, research as- 
sociate at the university, who 
made the archeological find in 
1930, said it is one of three 
authenticated skeletons of the 
paleolithic period ever fowhd. 

The geological engineer made 
the discovery at Moniat, Belgium, 
and his find was hailed as out- 
standing. The skeleton was placed 
on display in Paris. 

This will be the first time the 
bones have been exhibited in this 
country, after Bailly’s announce- 
ment that he has placed the skele- 
ton on indefinite loan to the uni- 
versity. . 

Technically called “The Man of 
Moniat,” the skeleton has been 
identified as that of a woman of 
the early paleolithic era of from 
15,000 to 25,000 .ears ago.. The 
bones were found in a limestone 
cliff, buried in a clay deposit.

Lobbying at ‘Grass Roots’ in Home 


District Replacing. Party System 


Quiet Pressure of Gifts in Drimarion, Enlist- 


ing Aid of Congressmen’s Friends 
Found t to Be Now Effettive.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 26— 
“Old pros” among Missouri's lob- 
byists, whose work will*be inves- 
tigated by a legislative commit- 
tee, “buy their winter goods in 
the spring,” by contributing 
money to the primary election 
campaigns of Representatives 
and Senators who will start serv- 
ing in January, a Kansas City 
machine legislator told the Post- 
Dispatch. 

Methods in lobbying have been 
“refined” over the years and to- 
day a great deal of the most ef- 
fective work is done at the grass 
roots, in the legislator’s home dis- 
trict, For example, a small-loan 
lobbyist enlists the aid of a Rep- 
resentative’s banker, lawyer or 
creditor and: has pressure exerted 
in the home town. Later, that. 
sere bears fruit in Jefferson 

ty. 

Farewell Presents of Years Ago. 

Years ago, when ecruder meth- 
ods were in order, a railroad lob- 
byist, near the close of a legis- 
lative session, arranged rolls of 
bills of varying denominatiog on 
the bed in his hotel room, with 
names attached to the curreficy. 
Then he summoned his favorite 
‘lawmakers and hahded them the 
money as a farewell present. 

There are still dinners, cocktail 
parties and other forms of enter- 
tainment provided by well-heeled 
lobbyists for the poorly paid legis- 
lators, but not on the grand scale 
of the past. 

Today much of the groundwork 
for appeals by special interests 
is laid in home districts, long 
before the sessions begin. This 
takes the form of visits to the 
Representative or Senator. from a 
business partner or lodge friend, 
who undertakes an “educational 
mission” for the lobby. ~ 

Drinking by legislators and 
lobbyists today is not as open or 


as frequent as in the past. For-/ 


merly there were certain spots 
here where Senators and lobby- 
ists gathered almost daily. Today 
the drinking is more discreet. 

If a lobbyist wishes to pay a 
member of the Legislature, he no 
longer hands over rolls of bills. 
More often the payoff takes the 
form of “legitimate” legal em- 
ployment, if the legislator is an 
attorney, or, if he ig a merchant, 
he gets some unexpected busi- 
ness, so-called “honest graft.” 
Flagrant Displays Have Ended. 

Flagrant displays of power by 
lobbyists like those of the Union 
Electric Co. in the fabulous slush 
fund scandals of the 1930s have 
ended. In that area, the utility 
rented a large part of one floor 
in a hotel here as headquarters, 
A bar was set up for thirsty law- 
makers and three young women 
were employed as entertainers. 

Union Electric, in the days of 
the old management, also spon- 
sored convivial, large-scale drink- 
ing parties at the Lake of the 
Ozarks. It was customary then to 
transport legislators by private 
airplane to the lake. In St. Louis, 
the utility furnished hotel rooms 
and other favors for visiting Sen- 
ators and Representatives. And in 
Jefferson City the arrogant utility 
lobbyists strutted around the cap- 
itol as if they owned the place. 
They almost did. 

Today’s lobbyist is not so arro- 
gant. He is more persuasive than 
his predecessor—and is usually 
a business man or lawyer. His ex- 
penditures rarely come to light, 
but they are considerable. 

The small-loan lobby, one of 
the most active in former sessions 
in influencing legislation, changed 
its methods at the current session 
and won its objective— a high- 
interest-rate bill. 

Few Lobbyists at Hearing. 

Apparently the lobby had done 
its work well in home areas long 
before the session began. Few of 
the loan company men appeared 
inthe halls of the’ Capitol. In 
fact, for the most part they did 


, 


elie’ in the past rarely ap- 
peared at hearings or in the legis- 
lative chambers, except as casual 
observers.

Why doesn’t Maine undertake 
the ‘project alone? It’s too vast 
for any one state and officials 
believe that under current emer- 
gency conditions it comes within 
federal scope.

and its vast geography. The men 
are useful in armies and in indus- 
tries. The vastness dominates 
Asia, affording bases for military 
operations and adding to the diffi- 
culty of conquering it. The 
Japanese found this out. In five 
years of war they never subdued 
China. 

The huge population of around 
400,000,000 persons and the large 
land mass of China could be a 
liability or an asset, according to 
circumstances of the fighting. 

Garden Type Farming. 

China is poor in agricultural 
land and industries. It has only 
a “garden type” agriculture. If 
Chinese standards of living pre- 
vailed in the United States this 
country’s agricultural land would 
support at least 10 times as many 
persons as it now does. Instead 
of having 150,000,000 persons— 
less than half the Chinese popula- 


tion—the United States would } 


have 1,500,000,000 persons. 

A great many Chinese always 
are separated from starvation by 
only the slightest margin. Mech- 
anization of farms can’t help im- 
mediately, even if China had the 
farm machinery. American farm 
experts have reported the farms’ 
are too small and broken by too 


modern machinery. The farms 
average less than three acres 
each, only a fraction of the Amer- 
ican average. 

Any ally that tried to move 
Chinese armies over great land 
distances or overseas to fight 
would have to supply quantities 
of food and transport—trucks, 
trains or ships. China has no 
modern navy. 

On the other hand, China has 
proved a formidable military op- 
ponent when fighting in or near 
its own borders with supplies 
coming from an ally. Under such 
circumstances Chinese troops are 
close to native food supplies and 
to native industry. Thousands of 
small plants and home workshops 
turn out light equipment. 

There are only a few large ar- 
mory centers, Mukden and some 
smaller places. United States mil- 
itary leaders have testified bomb- 
ing would be ineffective because 
there are so many small, scat- 
tered workshops. These leaders 
also have intimated substantial 
supplies are coming from Russia. 

Internal Trouble. 

With these facts in mind, the 
government analysts say China 
will become a liability to any 
Communist plan for world ag- 
gression when and if a threat of 
serious internal trouble should 
arise and the democracies take 
advantage of it. 

In such a case, they believe, 
Russia would be forced to take 
strong measures to keep that vast 
nation and its huge land areas 
under domination. 

When he was secretary of state, 
Gen. George C. Marshall said the 
United States would have had to 
virtually take over the- manage- 
ment of the Chinese civil war if 
the Nationalists were to be kept 
in power. 

He said this would have obli- 
gated American resources to an 
unpredictable extent. He recom- 
mended against it because it 
seemed virtually an impossible 
task at that time. Besides, he said, 
he believed it might turn the Chi- 
nese people against the United 


States because they would resent

It devoted a separate chapter 
to the Ohio as one of the 10 
streams considered. It‘made an 
incidental recommendation for in- 
tegrating development of the 
neighboring Cumberland river 
valley with that of the Tennessee 
valley. The Cumberland, like the 
Tennessee, is a sub-basin of the 
Ohio basin. — 

Renne, addressing several hun- 
dred persons in a public meeting, 
dropped his. remarks about the 
Tennessee into a prepared 
speech, and made the unusual 
gesture of publicly asking the 
press to ignore it. Every reporter 
present immediately began mak- 
ing notes of*the statement. 

The presid2ntial commission, as 
a major recommendation,. pro- 
posed a rew system of officially 
created federal basin commis- 
sions, with provision for advisory 
representation of the various 
states, for the principal river val- 
leys. It cited TVA experience in 
support of this policy and clearly 
implied dissatisfaction with the 
present idea of extra-official and 
legally powerless interagency 
committees employed in akin di 
valleys. 

Interagency Apureach. 

In telling the interagency gath- 

ering here about the commis- 

sion’s report, Renne mentioned 

the proposal for basin commis- 

sions “to prepare comprehensive 

multiple-purpose plans for the 

several river basins.” He asserted | 

that in this the policy commission | 
had “adopted the interagency ap- | 
proach.” 
In this connection he said that 

most basins are “relatively under- 

developed,” with only a few key 

projects built or started, so that 

“there is still time to make the 

necessary changes, if it is decided 

that radical alterations are _re- 

quired.” While he refrained from 

saying so, there is a general view 

among federal and state officials 

that the Interagency plan for the 

Missouri basin, that is, the ex- 
panded Pick-Sloan plan, has gone 
so far in planning and construc- 
tion that the tone is firmly set. 

The big question remaining to be 
settled in the Missouri basin is 
the type of permanent manage- 
ment to be adopted. 

“The nation,” said Renne, “is 
now in a unique stage in water 
development. For various reasons 
it is a stage which will never re- 
cur. The nation is on the thresh- 
old of a tremendous increase in 
the volume of construction of fed- 
eral water projects. The cost of 
projects now under construction 
or now authorized is equal to the 
entire cost of all federal projects 
heretofore constructed—and what 
is more important, the projects 
planned but not authorized ac- 
count for costs at least four times 
as large. 

“Present mobilization plans im- 
pose heavily increasing demands 
for construction materials, ma- 
chinery and men. Accumulated 
experience with basin-wide pro- 
grams in diverse areas such as

HELSINKI, Finland, May 26. 


INLAND, in the world of 1951, is a 

continuing miracle. Of all of the 

Soviet Union’s European neighbors, 
Finland has the longest common frontier 
with the ruthless eastern biant, the small- 
est population, and the largest degree of 
independence. 

It has successfully resisted every effort to 
convert it into a “people’s democracy,” on 
the model of Poland or Czechoslovakia. It 
has retained its own form of government, 
and has held regular and free elections. 

It has reduced the influence of the Com- 
munists in its Diet, or Parliament. It has 
wrested back its state police from fhe ¢ontrol 
of a Communist Minister of Interior. Its 
trade unions, far from being “captured,” are 
on the verge of a final break with the Com- 
munist-front World Federation. 

Its 4,000,000 people cannot escape their 
unhappy geography but so far they have 
ntissed almost all the other standard features 
of Soviet oppression, They are saddened by 
— somewhat contemptuous of the -“‘satel- 

This kind of thing doesn’t just happen. 
Finland has paid a high price in territory, 
reparations, and a dangerous internal infla- 
tion to maintain its independent character. 
The existence of neutral Sweden cn the other 
side of Finland perhaps has tempered Soviet 
demands. 

More important than any of these is a 
character trait in Finland’s people very sim- 
ilar te the gray granite which underlies 
their land and crops up everywhere and 
awkwardly to the surface. 

Each time the Soviet Union, has demanded 
a demoralizing surrender, Finland has said 
no. It is not desperate bravado, but a quiet 
fatalism. They have told their burly neigh- 
bors in two recent wars and in negotiations 
which have crumbled much larger powers: 

“Of course you can take us, but only 
‘by overwhelming, physical force. .We are 
prepared to respect our treaty obligations. 
We do not want to pursue a policy. which 
is anti-anyone. We prefer to be left in 
peace, but we will fight with every. means 
we have to preserve our national ex- 
istence.” _. 

A British expert on recent Finnish history 
has suggested an additional factor. He be- 
lieves that all the big powers are suffering 
“guilty conscience” where Finland is. con- 
cerned. At one time or another in the last 
15 years it has been shabbily treated by every 
one of them. 

The century opened with a savage attempt 
at “Russification” -by a Czarist Governor- 
General when Finland was a Grand Duchy. 
He achieved very little more than his own 
assassination. 

In the upheaval that brought Finland 
pendence in 1917 and in the civil war that, 
followed, the Soviets supported the Finnish 
Reds and lost. 


Russians Won ‘Winter War’ 
In 1940—At a Great Cost. 


Their first modern effort was the brutal 
and inconclusive “winter war” of 1939-40. 
The Soviets won that, but only temporarily 
arid at appalling cost. A second occurred in 
the spring and summer of 1944.. Some 30 
Soviet divisions were thrown into the attack. 
With a minimum of German assistance, the 
Finns first slowed it down, then halted it. 

By autumn the Soviets were anxious to 
release their forces for the central attack on 
Germany. The United States and Britain 
were pressing Finland to surrender. In Sep- 
tember an extremely burdensome armistice 
was signed, but Finland was the only “enemy” 
to escape occupation.

anonymous article in the June issue of 
The Atlantic magazine. The article, 
entitled ‘‘The Balance of Military 
Power,’’ is comparable to the famous 
‘‘X’’ article announcing our policy of 
containment of Soviet Russia. 

The. article signed “X” appeared in 
Foreign Affairs magazine in 1947. Later, 
its author was disclosed as George Ken- 
nan, then head of the State Department 
planning staff. The Atlantic article like- 
wise is an authoritative statement by a 
writer who has access to the top-drawer 
thinking in Washington. 

At the outset, the author points out 
that from 1945 until midsummer, 1949, 
the United States had a monopoly on the 
atom bomb, while Russia had the over- 
whelming land force. The two just about 
canceled each other out. 

Then the Russians developed the atom 
bomb—and Communist armies defeated 
Chiang Kai-shek’s forces in China. At that 
point “the grim fact impressed itself upon 
the men responsible for the security of 
the United States in Washington that the 
military equilibrium of the first four and 
a half post-war years was being under- 
mined.” 

“There was a possibility worth testing,” 
the anonymous author states, that the 
Chinese Communists would be more Chi- 
nese than Communists. As such a test, he

NATIONAL SECURITY COUNCIL DOC- 
UMENT NO. 68 was then developed by the 
policy planning staffs of State and Defense 
Departments and the National Security Re- 
sources Board.

of both prices and wages. We still think that 
would have been the most equitable way. to 
handle an inflationary situation which was 
clearly visible then as it is now. But prices were 
not frozen until January, and wages not until 
February. ‘Today the price freeze is giving way 
t6 price stabilization and the wage freeze inev- 
itably takes the same course. The problem 
of finding a fair adjustment between them is 
immensely more complicated now than it would 
have been in the beginning. 

The core of the problem is to prevent the leap- 
frogging of wages over prices and prices over 
wages. If every cost-of-living wage increase is 
to mean a substantial increase in the cost of 

_living, then stabilization will amount to built-in 
inflation. That must be avoided, and we think 
can be avoided, by firm price control which 
holds increases in living costs to the minimum. 


Out of every dollar which the packers receive 
for meat, they spend about 10 cents for labor. 
A wage increase of 4 per cent above the old 
ceiling thus may~ represent, even if entirely 
passed on by the packer, less than half a cent 
increase in the cost of meat. Firm price control 
is needed to prevent passing on of excessive 
costs, to prevent pyramiding of increases by 
distributors, and in some industries to require 
that increased costs be absorbed. 

If this is done, reasonable wage increases tied 
to actual increases in living costs can eventually 
be tapered off as the cost of living is stabilized. 
With all its difficulties, this would be infinitely 
preferable to no stabilization at all. Without 
controls, many employers would undoubtedly 
raise wages well beyond the present standards, 
in order to hold their employes. .Then the 
price-wage leapfrog game really would get going. 

Congress is being assailed with demands for 
an end to price and wage controls. That would 
be sheer folly. Whet we need, still, is a real 
freeze of prices, wages and profits at levels 
which would reflect the relationship existing 
before Korea. Lacking that, we need a tough 
stabilization policy which will seek to restore 
that relationship and will prevent any group 
from gaining undue advantage from adjustments. 
Having failed to tie down the inflationary bal- 
loon last summer, when it could best be done, 
we would be fools to cut loose the mooring 
cables altogether now.

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No Answer in Paratroops 

Britain’s dispatch of 4000 paratroopers to 
Cyprus, where they will be handy for a jump to 
Iran, is like an echo from the past. This kind 
of thing was once enough to settle such disputes 
as the Iranian oil crisis to the satisfaction of 
London. It is so no longer. What happens in 
Iran will probably depend not so much on the 
troop movement as on what other steps Britain 
takes—specifically, what steps it takes to accept 
nationalization and to assure uninterrupted pro- 
duction of oil in Iran.

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A Truman Responsibility 

The retirement of Chief Judge Learned Hand 
of the United States Court of Appeals at New 
York is doubly important. — 

First, it means that one of the truly great 
spokesmen of the law in the English-speaking 
world is quitting the bench and laymen as well 
as members of the bar shall be the poorer for 
his departure. Justice Cardozo called Judge 


‘Hand “the best jurist in the United States” and 


Justice Holmes long hoped that Hand would 
be called to sit-on the country’s highest court. 

Judge Hand’s greater satisfaction is in know- 
ing that although no President ever distin- 
guished himself by making that appointment, 
nevertheless he rose to greater stature than 
dozens of Supreme Court Justices. 


Second, the’ Hand retirement is important . 


because it starts the break-up of the court with 
the highest level of competence, learning in the 
law and experience on the bench in the entire 
His 
distinguished cousin on the same court, Augustus 
N. Hand, is 82. Judge Thomas W. Swan is 74. 
The other three judges are Harrie B. Chase, 
Charles E. Clark and Jerome N. Frank, each of 
whom is 62. 


Thus, it would not be surprising to see the _ 


New York Court of Appeals substantially re- 
shaped through natural change in the next year 
or so. This court handles important civil liber- 
ties cases every year and in addition makes, as 
Prof. John P. Frank of Yale phrased it in 
Fortune, “most of the business law of the land.” 
Hence the character of the replacing appoint- 
ments is of concern to Missourians and Illinois- 
ans and citizens in all the other states, hardly 
less than to New York residents. 

What kind of appointments will President 
Truman make if he is called on to reconstitute 
this influential bench? Right now, what kind 
of appointment will he make to fill the seat of 
a scholar and philosopher in the law like 
Learned Hand? 

If the President does not do better in ap- 
pointments by the court of the Hands than he 
has by the United States Supreme Court, he 
will reduce sadly the stature of this outstanding 
bench. In his six years at the White House, Mr. 
Truman has made four Supreme Court appoint- 
ments, as follows: 

Chief Justice Fred M. Vinson to succeed Chief 
Justice Harlan F. Stone; Justice Harold H. Bur- 
ton to succeed Justice Owen J. Roberts; Justice 
Tom C. Clark to’succeed Justice Frank Murphy 
and Justice Sherman Minton to succeed Justice 
Wiley B. Rutledge. 

In not a single one of these replacements was 
there any prospect from the very beginning that 
the successor would ever measure up to the 
Justice whose place he took. The contrast be- 


*tween Stone and Vinson was and still is startling. 


That between Murphy and Clark or between 
Rutledge and Minton does not favor the new 
Justice in either instance. 

The trouble here, as so often has been the 
case with Mr. Truman, is that he has made his 
choices on an “old friend” basis. Calvin Coolidge 
obviously was not playing crony politics when he 
advanced Learned Hand in 1924. 

Why cannot Harry Truman see his responsi- 
bility—and opportunity—with réspect to the 
high courts at least as clearly as Coolidge?

Housing, Parks and Schools ° 


The City Plan Commission has raised a useful 
question about the DeSoto-Carr public housing 
project. Members of the commission believe not 
enough space has been allotted for park and 
recreation facilities. They have accordingly 
withheld their approval of the project until this 
point can be thrashed out with the St. Louis 
Housing Authority. ‘ 

As the commission says, the time to correct 
errors in planning such projects is before they 
are built. If recreational spate at DeSoto-Carr 
is inadequate, surely the error should be cor 
rected now. As the city rebuilds its blighted 
areas, it must keep all the factors of sound 
planning in mind, and insist that all require- 
ments be met. 

If good housing calls for good recreation space, 
it calls even more urgently for soundly planned 
schools.

| New Hampshire’s Senater Tobey came to St.

ANARCHISM: No government—the doc- 
trine advocating the abolition of govern- 
ment control or restraint, as unnecessary 
to social or political welfare. 


AUTHORITARIANISM: The principle of 
subjecting the citizen to rigid discipline 
by the state as opposed to individual 
freedom. 


BOLSHEVISM: The doctrine and methods 
of the Bolsheviki in Russia under which 
the Communist government was set up 
following the 1917 October Revolution. } 


CAPITALISM: Not a form of government 
but an economic system ynder which 
the means of production, distribution and 
exchange are for the most part pri- 
vately owned and managed. 


COLLECTIVISM: Any system involving 
the socialistic ownership and manage- 
ment of the means of production, dis- 
tribution and exchange. 


COMMUNISM: A system of society in 
which all property is held in common 
under the control of the state (see Marx- 
ism, Leninism, Trotskyism, Stalinism, 
Totalitarianism, Sovietism, Bolshevism). 


CONSERVATISM: Adherence to what is 
established or traditional. Disposition to 
improve by evolutionary rather than 
revolutionary means. 


DEMOCRACY: In its simplest form—gov- 
ernment in which the people have su- 
preme power and exercise it directly, 
without chosen representatives, as in the 
“town meeting.” . Democracy in practice 
usually depends upon elected representa- 
tives. Democracy also means a state of 
society in which people have equal rights 
and privileges. (See Republicanism). , 


FABIANISM: Socialism as advocated by 
the Fabian Society of England which 
favored gradual spread of Socialism by 
peaceful means. 


‘FALANGISM: The form of Fascism put 
into effect in Spain under Franco. 


- FASCISM: A one-party system of govern- 


ment in which the state is glorified and 
the individual is secondary, made ef- 
fective by an all-powerful and dicta- 
torial central authority, usually domi- 
nated by a single individual. 


GUILD SOCIALISM: An English version 
of Sodialism under which industry is 
owned by the government but managed 
and controlled by workers’ guilds. 

INDIVIDUALISM: The doctrine that 
favors giving individuals freedom, rights 
and opportunity for independent action. 


INTERNATIONALISM: The principle of 
co-operation among nations, minimizing 
the importance of one state as compared 
with others. (See Nationalism). 


ISOLATIONISM: Separation from other 
states and non-participation in interna- 
tional: affairs and obligations. 


LAISSEZ FAIRE: The theory of minimum 
interference by government in economic 
affairs. 


LENINISM: Communism as interpreted by 
Nikolai Lenin, with emphasis on the dic-

MILITARISM: The doctrine that the su- 
premacy of the military is the desired 
goal within the state.

PARLIAMENTARIANISM: Refers usually 
to the legislative system that exists in 
England where Parliament, especially 
the House of Commons, exercises or con- 
trols the principal functions of govern- 
ment. Under Parliamentarianism the 
chief executives of the government— 
the Prime Minister and his cabinet— 
are ordinarily chosen from the party 
having the largest representation in the 
House of Commons. 

RACISM: The idea that different races 
have inherently different attributes and 
that society, governments and nations 
should be organized to favor the sup- 
posedly superior races. 

RADICALISM: Sharp departure in ideas 
or action from what is established or 
traditional. 

REPUBLICANISM: Government by repre- 
sentatives chosen directly or indirectly 
by the people, with whom rests the su- 
preme power. 

SOCIALISM: A system of social organiza- 

* tion under which the means of produc- 
tion, distribution, and exchange are 
owned and managed by the government, 
not by private interests. 


SOVIETISM: A feature of Communism in

The question so often asked is: What is Russia going to do? The 
consensus of Iranian authorities is: Russia will. do nothing, at least 


not outwardly. 


The reasons the Iranians give 
for this conclusion are: 

Russia does not want Iran’s oil 
enough at the moment to risk 
starting World War III. Whenever 
Russia’ does want it, she has only 
to send her troops across the bor- 
der to take over the multi-billion 
dollar oil resources. Ira does not 
have enough troops to withstand 
the Red army, powerful units of 
which are within easy striking dis- 
tance of the Russo-Iranian fron- 
tier. 

Russia Would Profit. 

If the Anglo-Iranian dispute 
breaks down into a situation 
whereby Britain dumps the tech- 
nical job of producing oil onto 


Iran, Russia would profit if only 


in a negative way. Such a situa- 
tion is unlikely, but if it did oc- 
cur Russia would profit because 
Iran is without the technical 
skill of producing oil for the west- 
ern powers. ‘Since Iranian oil 
fuels the Royal Navy and pro- 
vides much of the petroleum for 
Western European allies of Brit- 
ain and the United States, Russia 
would benefit; the West would 
suffer. 

Another reason given by Irani- 
an authorities is that Russia, with- 
out moving militarily and even 
with only negligible use of Iran's 
Communistic Tudeh party “fifth 
column,” has regained prestige in 
Iran it lost after World War II. 

The bitterness of Iranian. feel- 
ing now directed at the British— 
and now also at Americans—has 
made many Iranians forget Rus- 
sia's attempt to keep troops in 
Iran after the last war, and also 
the Moscow-inspired leftist up- 
rising in northern Azerbaijan 
province, ap rie 

Generally, the governing class- 
es in Tehran feel that the wave 
of nationalist fervor inspired over 
Parliament’s act in nationalizing 
Iranian oil has lasted long 
enough.

Prospect of Uprising. 


If the Government should col- 
lapse and widespread disorders 
occur, then Iranian leaders might 
face the prospect of an uprising 
by the illegal, pro-Moscow Tudeh 
party, which is the only organized 
and disciplined party in the coun- 
try. Other Tranian political groups 
are just that—groups or leaders 
—hot organized parties. Political 
observers agree in Tehran that 
no political group or party could 
retreat from the nationalization 
stand. It is too late for that. 


The explosive situation ‘has 
been developing ever since the 
war ended, especially since the 
collapse of the seven-year plan 
first announced in 1947. This 
economic rehabilitation plan nev- 
er really got under way because 
Iranians said it was impossible 
without substantial American or 
other Western aid, and that aid 
was not forthcoming in time.

Headquarters at Chita. 

Headquarters of this military 
machine is Chita, on the plateau 
east of Lake Baikal, 1000 air miles 
from Vladivostok. Here the com- 
mander, with five armies at his 
disposal, is centrally situated with 
railway or air communications to 
all subordinate units, 

The first of these five armies 
is the largest, and is currently 
guarding the heart of the Si- 
berian industrial area, ranging 
east from Skovorodino to the Sea 
of Japan. Its headquarters is at 
Komsomolsk, 600 miles from 
Vladivostok. It could immediate- 
ly provide the crushing power of 
19 divisions, including five air- 
borne and five armored. This 
army and its supporting elements 
alone represent a force of more 
than a quarter million men. 

Only 100 miles from the north- 
eastern border of North Korea, 
at ‘Vladivostok, is the headquar- 
ters of the Second Army. Its 
present mission is the defense of 
ssia’s most important Pacific 
naval base. However, elements 
of its six divisions, two of which 
are armored, could be quickly 
shunted southward on the Ungzgi- 
Chonjin road and a parallel rail- 
road, if Russia openly entered 
the war. 

Third and Fourth Armies. 
Three other divisions which 
might support such an effort are 
commanded by the Third Army, 
with headquarters at the port of 
Dairen less than 300 miles from 
Seoul. 

Farther north is the Fourth 
Army’s base at Anadyr, in the 
northeastern corridor of Siberia, 
only 100 miles from the American 
base at Nome, Alaska. 

Significantly, of the five divi- 
sidns in this army, three are air- 
borne—while the United States 
lacks even the strength of one full 
division in this area, 

The Fifth Army, which is scat- 
tered around the general head- 
quarters near Chita, has 11 divi- 
sions in general reserve. Some 
of these divisions are known to be 
Mongolian cavalry, and it has 
been reported that units of these 
may have seen fighting in Korea. 

Supperting these ground troops 
in any conflict will be the Tenth, 
Elevegth and Twelfth Soviet Air 
Armiés, which have an estimated 
strength of 1000 to 1200 planes 
each. 

Air HQ at Khabarovsk. 

Each air army is a self-con- 
tained tactical force comprising 
fighters, fighter-bombers, light 
and medium bombers, transport 
and service aircraft. 

The headquarters is at Khaba- 
rovsk and Air Lt. Gen. Brudyev 
is the commander of the three air 


armies.” 

The main bases of the air force 
are at Dairen, Harbin, Voroshilov 
(Hq. Twelfth AA), Taonan,, Hulun, 
Antung, Seishin, Mukden, Harbin 
(the last six in Manchuria), Kom- 
somolsk (Hq. Tenth AA), Svobod- 
ny, Kuibyshevska, Birobidzan and 
Nerchinsk. Okha and Korsakov on 
Sakhalin Island command a sweep 
of the Sea of Japan whence the 
Japanese island of Honshu could 
be bombed in support of a Rus- 
sian invasion. 

The Eleventh AA has its head- 
quarters at Yakutsk and has bases 
in conjunction with the Fourth 
Army on the Peninsula of Kam- 
chatka at Petropavlovsk and on 
the Gulf of Anadyr. 

An escaped Russian flyer, Pietr 
Pirogov, has told the writer that 
between Komsomolsk and Vladi- 
yostok there are dozens of air-

Airframe and Engine Plants. 

There are extensive airframe 
and engine plants in this area at 
Irkutsk and Khabarovsk and an 
assembly plant at Komsomblsk.

Russian Submarines. 


One hundred of the Red fleet’s 
250 submarines are believed to be 
in the Pacific. Bases for such 
craft are known to exist up and 
down the coast of Siberia and on 
the mainland of China. Among 
them are these on Russian soil: 
Port Arthur, Vladivostok, Soviet 
Harbor, Otomari, Nikolaevsk, Pe- 
tropavlovsk and the Kommander 
Islands. : 

In the event of war, Russia 
could augment her submarine fleet 
in the Pacific through the Arctic 
route, which would be open for 
this type of craft year round. The 
shipyards at Nikolaevsk and Vlad- 
ivostok are turning out subma- 
rines at the rate of about a dozen 
a year. 

Russia’s last-minute participa- 
tion in the war against Japan 
has been of incalculable value in 
adding to her bases the Kuriles, 
Sakhalin and Dairen. This expan- 
sion in effect has brought Russia 
prominently into the Pacific naval 
picture. Russia would give pri- 
mary attention to the protection 
of the vital but precariously situ- 
ated base of Port Arthur on the 
Kwangtung Peninsula. 

Very little is known in this 
country of the hinterland and the 
bases for all Soviet operations in 
Eastern Siberia. Yet east of the 
Lena river and Lake Baikal in 
the bleak mountainous region be- 
tween latitudes 50 degrees north 
(Vancouver, B.C.) and 70 degrees 
north (the northern tip of Alaska), 
one of Russia’s most thoroughgo- 
ing defense plans, involving land, 
sea and air forces, has been car- 
ried out. 


Some parts of the area have the 
world’s coldest climate, varying as 


looks especially impressive in the 
Soviet method of statistical pre- 
sentation), there is ample evi- 
dence that with the building in 
the last two decades of a vast in- 
dustrial system to support the 
Far Eastern Command, and a con- 
sequent increase in the population 
from 3,000,000 in 1920 to about 
14,000,000 now, the area’s food 
deficiency is greater than ever. 

In Siberia proper, the only in- 
dustries at flourished two 
decades a@o were the preparation 
of furs and the handling of tim- 
ber. Important saw mills are lo- 
cated today on the lower Amur 
and its southern tributary, the 
Ussar. More modern industry of 
military application has been 
aided by the development of coal 
mining in the Lena valley at Ir- 
kutsk and the mountains west of 
Komsomolsk. Estimated coal re- 
serves are 460 billion tons, among 
the largest in the world, and it is 
of the quality mined at Cardiff. 
Iron ore is mined at Ulan Ude, 
Nerchinsk, Nikolaevsk and Biro- 
bidzan. 

Today, the area is estimated to 
account for 17 per cent of Rus- 
sia’s steel production and 5 per 
cent of its oil output. 

There are ofl wells in northern 
Sakhalin and at Petropaviovsk on 
the Kamchatka peninsula. At all 
these locations there are refin- 
eries, and there is a large avia- 
tion gasoline refinery at Khabar- 
ovsk. 

Great quantities ef gold, zinc, 
tin, tungsten, molybdenum (for 
hardening steel) and manganese 
are algo mined. With all these 
natural resources, the rapid de- 


tion of 70,000. Today, it has éx- 
ceeded a quarter million. It has. 
several steel mills, an airplane 
engine plant, locomotive works, 
a tank factory, repair shops and 
automotive and generator works. 

In the area of Chita are smel- 
ters for iron and nonferrous met- 
als. This region, if properly de- 
veloped, will becgme the Ruhr 
of Siberia. 

To be sure, there are factors 
which have hampered the devel- 
opment of the region, chief of 
which has been the lack of ade- 
quate transportation and electric 
power. 

Siberia’s only land contact with 
the rest of Russia is the Trans- 
Siberian Railroad, which in “war 
could be easily cut. However, 
this would really hurt the rest of 
the Soviet Union more than it 
would compromise the industrial 
potential of the region itself. Si- 
beria is an exporter of raw ma- 
terials and metals in far greater 
quantities than it is an importer 
of finished goods from the rest 
of the U.S.S.R.

OR years, in and around the 
Fras cotton capital of Nat- 

chez, Mississippi, natives and 
visitors have speculated about 
a certain ante-bellum diary— 
long, detailed, intimate—kept 
by a remarkable free Negro 
barber. Seen only in infrequent 
snatches, it pictured daily life 
in a rare manner, giving names, 
telling truths not often told 
about this town with an old 
two-layer division: the _ col- 
umned mansions on the bluff, 
and roaring, piebald Natchez- 
under-the-Hill. 

After many delays the Louis- 
iana State University Press ac- 
quired William Johnson’s diary 
and now presents a large part 
of it, about 725 pages full, with 
footnotes and an introduction 
by two professor-editors. Here 
is a scholarly service, an im- 
portant contribution to Ameri- 
can social history, of particu- 


lar value because the diarist 
is allowed to tell his story 
“straight,” without changes ex- 
cept for clarity, and without 
embellishment. 

By its very nature, this is 


not a book for the average or 


casual reader; even for the 
specialist it is to be read in 
bits. Many pages, like pages of 
most diaries, accumulate trivial 
detail—fifty-cent purchases, a 
racing bet, a money loan. Yet 
in bulk such items build a full, 
accurate picture of a man 
against an often fascinating so- 
cial background. Few New York 
publishers could afford such a 
volume; with a presentation 
of this kind the college press 
fulfills a vital function. No less 
importantly, LSU promises a 
subsequent series of “source 
studies in Southern history.”

N this newest “Natchez” we 
| na a phase of older South- 

ern life that is seldom por- 
trayed—the place of the mu- 
latto, alert, intelligent, occu- 
pying a rank at once somewhat 
privileged and definitely pre- 


earious. Usually his father was 
white, his mother slave; freed 
after birth, he was admitted 
to civil life in a limited fash- 
ion but in some respects he 
was as completely debarred as 
if he remained a bondsman. 
Still, he could accumulate 
property; William Johnson be- 
came a small capitalist, land 
owner and money-lender. He 
was also a fine observer of his 
scene. 


Here is brawling, bustling 
Natchez of the get-rich-quick 


cotton days, when “the quali- 
ty” beat one another on the 
streets, started duels and then 
ran away, when gentlemen in 
top hats got drunk at political 
rallies. Here were charivaris, 
with participants wearing moun- 
tainous bottoms to taunt the 
newlyweds; and a crowd that 
got mad when a balloonist did 
not leave the ground as prom- 
ised, and tore up the balloon. 
Here was a combination of 
high elegance and the frontier, 
when some of the elite used 
stones, hatchets and bowie 
knives. 


ILLIAM JOHNSON en- 
joyed horse races; he liked 
fights of any kind, and he 
tells it all. He savored good 
gossip, as who does not; but 
he is careful to label it as such. 
In most things he was a good 
man, honest and fair. He 


wanted to be treated honestly, 
and he valued those who 
treated him in that fashion. He 
praises white men who han- 
died him justly; and he pre- 
sents- an unhappy picture of 
those who took advantage of 
him. He had equal scorn, how- 
ever, for Negroes of whom he 
disapproved, and on them he 
wasted no sympathy. 

He gives us important 
glimpses of the rise of race 
hatred between the 1830s and 
1850s; of the movement to eject 
some of the most unoffending 
of free Negroes, on the grounds 
that they might encourage 
slaves to think of liberty. And 
throughout the discerning read- 
er will find sharp and sardonic 
reflections on humankind's 
foibles.

HE famous story of how 
T Aunt’ Polly’s fence got 

whitewashed first gained 
currency when “The Adven- 
tures of Tom Sawyer” was pub- 
lished in the United States in 
1875. A good decade earlier a 
farm boy up near Rushville, 
Ill, arranged hoeing contests 
for lads of the neighborhood.

He 
was the head of the Scripps 
chain of newspapers, developer 
of the modern United Press and 
organizer of a pioneer news- 
paper syndicate. 

Either back there along the 
Illinois river or soon thereafter, 
E. W. Scripps made up his mind 
to get rich so’ that he might 
always be an employer instead 
of an employe. An early aphor- 
ism of his was: “It is more 
blessed to give than to receive 
wages.”

| Y wean in more contempt. It 


was Scripps’ instinct to sup- 
port every movement which rose 
from the so-called lower levels 
of society. Measures designed 
to helf the exploited masses 
were sure to have him and his 
press as their champions. How 
far he was willing to go can 
be judged from the fact that 
his newspapers backed Progres- 
sive Robert M. La Follette for 
the presidency in 1924 against 
Calvin Coolidge, G.O.P., and 
John W. Davis, Democrat. 

This book is a collection of 
the “disquisitions” which 
Scripps dictated to secretaries 
and then filed away .with in- 
structions that they not be pub- 
lished until long afterward. 
Charles R. McCabe, who pre- 
pared the Scripps thoughts and 
comments for publication, could 
not have edited them with the 
thought of sparing his former 
mentor. For he lets him say 
just about anything and every- 
thing. , 


As example of Scripps’s asser- 


tion about his ability to drink 
hard liquor. On the third page 
of the first chapter appears this 
extraordinary statement:, 

“For a period of about 25 
years I consumed enough 
whisky to keep three or four 
men drunk all the time. I 
broke the habit when I was in 
middle-age. During the period 
when I drank about a gallon 
of whisky a day, I was seldom 
actually drunk, in the way that 
word is actually understood.

As the motorboat putts down 
the river, Reid, who lives at 8225

Usually the greatest activity is 
encountered at a drop-off just aft- 
er the Mississippi and Missouri 
join waters. 

“The cans drag over a sand bar 
a short distance before the junc- 
eon but as soon as they get over 
into this deep spot things begin 
to hum,” Reid said. “We'll see a 
can stand on end for a moment, 
then begin bobbing violently.”

Late Days of May

‘ HERE ARE seasons of the year—say early March, when 
§ it ‘seems that spring will never come, and late August, 

when the fields are dry and the land cries out for rain—

weeks when May is biending 
into June, he knows for cer- 
tain that not all the trials of 
Job would be enough to make 
him desert his fields and his 
livestock.

Passes On 
The Profits 


Pottery Company Head, Who Himself 
Came Up Through Want, Has Given 
More Than $1,000,000 to Workers, 
Christmas Parties Costing $30,000

Lew was foreman in a West Virginia 


NE dreary day in the fall of 1932 Lew Reese went rabbit hunt- 
(0 ing with a few friends. 


pottery. His buddies were potters, too, but most of them were 


on relief. 


From previous forays they knew that the best hunting 


in the area was right around the abandoned pottery in the glum 


little valley town of Scio. 


The plant had been shut down for five 


years and as the building began buckling the fown itself crumbled 


away. 


The population was down from 1200 to around 400 and 


every week more folks packed up and departed. 


At the pottery’s rotting gates 
the rabbit hunters stopped, 
looked and had a dream. 

Today that dream is Lewis P. 
Reese’s Scio-Ohio Pottery Co., the 
largest producer of whiteware in 
the world. If you ever bought a 
dish in a dime store you may 
have some of Lew’s pottery in 
your own kitchen. Each day his 
1050 workers turn out 10,000 doz- 
en cups alone. Not evén his 
sweepers make less than $1.40 
an hour and anybody who has 
been around long enough has 
shared in the more than $1,000,- 
000 the boss has given away in 
bonuses, not to mention Christ- 
mas parties costing $30,000. The 
bonuses would have been even 
bigger if fire had not just about 
destroyed the plant three and 
one half years ago with not a 
penny of the loss covered by in- 
surance. 

Now Lew plans to sell the 
place. Only he isn’t going to 
pocket the money and take off 
for Florida. He plans to divide 
the bulk of the proceeds among 
veteran employes and expects to 
continue running the pottery for 
the new owners. 


Other business men may shake 
their heads at such an amazingly 
unselfish decision. To Lew it’s 
just a. matter of being’ realistic: 
Scio took care of him. Now he 
is taking care of Scio. 

For five years following the 
rabbit hunt that set off this chain 
reaction. of improbable events 
in Scio, Lew Reese paid himself 
$150 a month. Now he draws 
$50,000 a year. The change has 
in no way altered his appearance, 
his speech or his way of living. 
Strangers dropping in at his of- 
fice have a way of staring haught- 
ily into space when a burly figure 
in scuffed shoes, unpressed pants 
and a grease-spotted sports shirt 
open at the neck barges into the 
room from somewhere within the 
piping hot factory. 

“Ya lookin’ for me?” growls the 
figure and then the faultlessly 
tailored callers realize they are 
looking’ at the big boss.

“Eight o'clock tonight?” he 
yelled into the telephone not long 
ago when a caller wanted to see 
him that evening. “That's OK if 
there’s no murder on!” The blood- 
ier the show the better he likes it. 

Reese was born in Marietta, O., 
and lived on a barren V’est Vir- 
ginia farm until he was 15. He 
didn’t own a suit of his own until 
he was 20, and vividly remem- 
bers the time when sugar was a 
luxury. He quit school after heav- 
ing a chunk of coal at a teacher 
and fleeing because he feared 


a day. That’s where he met his 
wife, Hazel, who was a forelady 
in the same plant.

“I worked for a feller 16 years,” 
Lew once said. “I don’t have a 
thing against the man, but he 
never did speak to me and I 
never spoke to him. He'd got 
past bein’ human and I decided 
I was gonna be different.” By 
the time of the 1932 rabbit hunt 
at Scio, Lew was ready to make 
the break., For years he had been 
tinkering around _his oyer’s

had orders but no money to meet 
a payroll. 

By that time Scio was sold on 
the way Lew looked and talked 
and did things. Twenty business 
men got together and each 
chipped in $100 to meet the first 
payroll. 


Lew made only cups and bowls 
in those days — nothing fancy 
such as saucers. But he made 
the first cup ever produced in 
America to sell for a nickel and 
he was the first to compete ‘suc- 
cessfully against the flood of. 
cheap Japanese tableware. He 
did it by revolutionizing the mak- 
ing of pottery. Before he started 
up, clay would have to be aged 
from two to four weeks before 
being shaped into kitchenware. 
Then the products were stored 
another two weeks before -being 
shoved into a kiln to be solid- 
ified. Then they roasted in the 
kiln for 24 to 26 hours. The 
whole process. took about six 
weeks. By inventing shortcut 
after shortcut and con- 
veyor. belts do much of the work 
of human hands, Lew cut down 
the six-week process to about 10 
hours. , 

Lew’s second revolution was in 
what is now called labor relations. 
The first Christmas after the 


plant got going everybody got a 
39-cent box of chocolate cherries. 
Last Christmas, Lew packed his 
whole force, their wives, husbands 
and all youngsters over 16 into a 
20-coach. special train and rode 
with them -75. miles east to Pitts- 
burgh. There he had rented a 
whole floor of a big hotel and fed 
his people Manhattans, a multi- 
course filet. mignon dinner, and 
watched them dance. 

“Had the menu printed all in 
French so none of us could read 
it,” he says with a grin extend- 
ing from ear to ear. 
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SUALLY these Christmas 
parties are accompanied by 
the distribution of bonus 
checks. In 1938, for instance, Lew 
divided up $22,000. In 1939, when 
he thought of expanding, he had 
his crew vote on whether they 
wanted to get bigger. That would 
mean no bonuses for a while. The 
vote was unanimous for expan- 
sion. In 1946, Lew gave away 
$705,286.15 and everybody who 
had been with him, no matter how 
lowly his job, got $3500.

O evidence was produced to 
indicate that any students of 
the Academy for Draft Dodgers 
had ever successfully applied 
“Prof.” Weinberg’s theories.

evident the deceiver was directly 


out for money. Other Weinberg 
deceptions seem transparent and 
senseless unless they were simply 
to attract public notice. 

One of his most preposterous 
stunts led eventually to his one 
other conviction. In 1921, posing 
as “Comdr. Ethan Allen Wy- 
man” and representing himself as 
an American protocol officer, he 
escorted Princess Fatima of Af- 


ghanistan to the White House. 
There he presented her formally’ 
to President Harding. Photo- 
graphs were made of the group 
on the White House lawn. 

Thus, when in 1922 “Comdr. 
Ethan Allen Wyman,” represent- 
ing the Romanian Consul- 
General, boarded a warship in 
New York harbor, recejving a 21- 
gun salute after completing his 
inspection, some nosy investigator 
with a long memory began to 
compare names and faces. Im- 
perfections in the commander's 
uniform confirmed suspicions that 
he had been Fatima’s guide. 
Weinberg received two years for 
impersonating a naval officer. 


Brooklyn-born deceiver began 
early. At 19, he announced to 
newspapers that he had been ap- 
pointed to serve as United States 
consular agent at Port de Aubres, 
an humble station for a career 
diplomat, which he described as a 
small state situated 15 miles from 
Morocco, Africa. This was news 
to the State Department. 


Weinberg’s imagination must 
have become sterile or he worked 
without notice until about 1913 
when he was warned against rep- 
resenting himself as a lawyer, 
even though he had no clients. 
Before long he was getting sound 
legal advice to discontinue identi- 
fying himself as “Dr. S. C. Wy- 
man” even if there was no proof 
he ever gave medical advice or 
practiced surgery. 


Subsequently, he was observed 
presenting himself as a Peruvian 
ambassador, a naval attache of 
the Serbian embassy, as personal 
adviser to Dr. Adolf Lorenz, cele- 
brated Viennese physician, and 
as “Lieut. Royal St. Cyr,” con-

nection unestablished. Seemingly, 
no breach of the law was involved 
in his play-acting as there is no 
record of a court summons for a 
command performance.

Weinberg 
declared he was personal physi- 
cian to Pola Negri, the former 
motion picture actress. This she 
quickly denied. He got the bum’s 
rush and the Valentino services 
were conducted without his bene- 
factions but over his formal pro- 
test. 

On his release from the peni- 
tentiary in 1948, Weinberg deter- 
mined on journalism for a liveli- 
hood. He had decided, he told 
associates, to live conventionally. 
Had that been true, however, it 
is unlikely that the State Depart- 
ment, would have been moved to 
unmask him.

He once ex- 
hibited four theater tickets he 
said he had purchased to the 
musical hit, “The King and I,” 
for “his old friend, the King of 
Siam.” 


Rumors were heard in the dele- 
gates’ lounge that one reporter 
had been proposed for member- 
ship in the French Legion of 
Honor. Weinberg wrote the edi- 
tor of the reporter whose name 
was mentioned, asserting that as 
a member of the Legion he was 
arranging for the decoration. It 
obliged the reporter to assure his 
editor he had no intention of vio- 
lating ms by accepting 
the honor he had not been 
offered. 

As the only reputation Wein- 
berg had established among his 
associates was that of a “name- 
dropper,” no one was 
when he announced that “his old 
friend,” Prince Wan Waithyakon, 
Ambassador from Thailand, had 
sought his services as press ad- 
viser. With other notable figures, 
Prince Wan had appeared on 
Weinberg’s WEDR-FM radio pro- 
gram, presumably unaware that it 
reached an extremely limited local 
audience. ; 

But the State Department was 
not so unconcerned when it was 
learned that S. Clifford Weyman, 
as Weinberg preferred to be ad- 
dressed, was moving from the 
press corps on the unsuspecting 
Thailand delegation. Thailand, 
once known as Siam, has long 
been accustomed to having its 
name applied to connected twins. 
The State Department concluded, 
however, that its adoption of the 
Weyman- Weinberg combination 
would be carrying things too far.

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Kon-Tiki Crew Puts Up Hard and Successful 
Fight to Save Member of Group Who Slipped. 
From Raft---Big Fish in Sanguinary Battles 


By Thor Heyerdahl 


(Thirteenth installment from 
the book, Kon-Tiki, an account 
of a journey across the Pacific 
on a raft.) 


E calculated that in an ordi- 
W nary calm sea, where there 
were usually seven seconds 
between the highest waves, we 
took in about 200 tons of water 
astern in 24 hours on our log raft, 
the Kon-Tiki. But we hardly 
noticed it because it just flowed 
in quietly round the bare legs of 
the steering watch and as quietly 
disappeared between the logs. 
But in the heavy storm more 


. than 10,000 tons of water poured 


on board astern in the course of 
24 hours, seeing that loads vary- 
ing from a few gallons to two or 
three cubic yards, and occasional- 
ly much more, flowed on board 
every five seconds. 

It sometimes broke on board 
with a deafening thunderclap, so 
that the helmsman stood in water 
up to his waist and felt as if he 
were forcing his way against the 
current in a swift river. The raft 
seemed to stand trembling for a 
moment, but then the cruel load 
that weighed her down astern dis- 
appeared overboard again in great 
cascades. 

Herman was out all the time 
with his anemometer measuring 
the squalls of gale force, which 
lasted for 24 hours. Then they 
gradually dropped to a stiff breeze 
with scattered rain squalls, which 
continued to keep the seas boiling 
round us as’ we tumbled on west- 
ward with a good sailing wind. To 
obtain accurate wind measure- 
ments down among the towering 
seas Herman had, whenever pos- 
sible, to make his way up to the 
swaying masthead, where it was 
all he could do to hold on. 

When the weather moderated, 
it was as though. the big fish 
around us had become completely 
infuriated. The water round the 
raft was full of sharks, tunnies, 
dolphins, and a few dazed bonitos, 
all wriggling about close under 
the timber of the raft and in the 
waves nearest to it. 

It was a ceaseless life-and-death 
struggle; the backs of big fishes 
arched themselves over the water 
and shot off like rockets, one 
chasing another in pairs, while 
the water round the raft was re- 
peatedly tinged with thick blood. 

The combatants. were mainly 
tunnies and dolphins, and the dol- 
phins came in big shoals which 
moved much more quickly and 
alertly than usual. The tunnies 
were the assailants; often a fish 
of 150 to 200 pounds would leap 
high into the air holding a dol- 
phin’s bloody head in its mouth. 
But, even if individual dolphins 
dashed off with tunnies hard on 
their heels, the actual shoal of 
dolphins did not give ground, al- 
though there were often several 
wriggling round with big gaping 
wounds in their necks. 

Now and again the sharks, too, 
seemed to become blind with rage, 


‘and we saw them catch and fight 


with big tunnies, which met in 
the shark a superior enemy. 

Not one single peaceful little 
pilot fish was to be seen. They 
had been devoured by the furious 
tunnies, or they had hidden in the 
chinks under the raft or fled far 
away from the battlefield. We 
dared not put our heads down 
into the “en to see. 


not help laughing afterward at 

my own complete bewilderment 
—when I was aft, obeying a call 
of nature. We were accustomed to 
a bit of a swell in the water closet, 
but it seemed contrary to all 
reasonable probabilities when I 
quite unexpectedly received a 
violent punch astern from some- 
thing large and cold and very 
heavy, which came butting up 
against me like a shark’s head in 
the sea. 

I was actually on ‘my way up 
the mast stay, with. a feeling that 
I had a shark hanging on to my 
hindquarters, beforé I collected 
myself. Herman, who was hang- 
ing over the steéring oar doubled 
up with laughter, was able to tell 
me that a huge tunny had de- 
livered a sideways smack at my 
nakedness with his 160 pounds or 
so of cold fish. 

Afterward, when Herman and 
then Torstein were on watch, the 
same fish tried to Jump on board

| had a nasty shock—and could 


with the seas from astern, and - 


twice the big fellow was right up 
on the end of the logs, but each 
time it flung itself overboard 
again before we could get a grip. 
of the slippery body: 

After that a stout bewildered 
bonito came right on board with 
a sea, and with that, and a tunny 
caught the day before, we decided 
to fish, to bring order into the 
sanguinary chaos that surrounded 


us, 

Our diary says: “—A _ six-foot 
shark’was hooked first and hauled 
on board. As soon as the hook 
was out again, it was swallowed 
‘by an eight-foot shark, and we 
hauled that on board. When the 
hook came out again, we got a 
fresh six-foot shark and had 
hauled it over the edge of the 
raft when it broke loose and 
dived. The hook went out again at 
once, and an eight-foot shark 
ave us a hard 
tussle. We had its head over the 


deck, and soon afterward a big 


tunny was hooked and gave us ~ 


more of a fight than any. shark 
befofe we got it on board. It was 
so fat and heavy that none of us 
could lift it by. the tail. 

“The sea was just as full of 
furious fishbacks. Another shark 
was hooked but broke away just 
when it was being pulled on 
board. But then we got a six-foot 
shark safely on board. After that 
a five-foot shark, which also came 
on board. Then we caught yet 
another six-foot shark and hauled 
it up. When the hook came out 
again, we hauled in a seven-foot 
shark.” 

Wherever we walked on- deck, 
there were big sharks lying in 
the way, beating their tails con- 
vulsively on the deck or thrash- 
ing against the bamboo cabin as 
they snapped around them. Al- 
ready tired and worn out-when we 
began to fish after the storm, we 
became completely befuddled as 
to which sharks were quite dead, 
which were still snapping con- 
vulsively if we went near them, 
and which were quite alive and 
were. lying in ambush for us with 
their green cat’s eyes. 

When we had nine big sharks 
lying around us in every direction, 
we were so weary of hauling on 
heavy lines and fighting with the 
twisting and snapping giants that 
we gave up —~ five hours’ toil. 

x * 


EXT day there were fewer dol- 
Nphins and tunnies but just as 

many sharks. We began to fish 
and haul them in again but soon 
when we perceived that all the 
fresh shark’s blood that ran off 
the raft only attracted still more 
sharks. We threw all the dead 
sharks overboafd and washed the 
whole deck clean of blood. The 
bamboo mats were torn by shark 
teeth and rough sharkskin, and 
we threw the bloodiest and most 
torn of them overboard and re- 
placed them with new golden-yel- 
low bamboo mats, several layers 
of which were lashed fast on the 
foredeck. 

When we turned in on these 
evenings in our mind’s eye we saw 
greedy, open shatk jaws and 
blood. And the smell of shark 
meat stuck in our nostrils. We 
could eat shark—it tasted like 
haddock if we got the ammoniac 
out of the pieces by putting them 
in sea water for 24 hours—but 
bonito and tunny were infinitely 
better. 

That evening, for the first time, 
I heard one of the fellows say 
that it would soon be pleasant to 
be able to stretch oneself out com- 
fortably on the green grass ona 
palm island; he would be glad to 
see something other than cold fish 
and rough sea. 

The weather had become quite 
quiet again, but it was never as 
constant and dependable as be- 
fore. Incalculable, violent gusts 
of wind from time to time brought 
with them heavy showers, which 
we were glad to see because a 
large part of our water supply had 
begun to go bad and tasted like 
evil-smelling marsh water. When 
it was pouring the hardest, we 
collected water from the cabin 
roof and stood on deck naked, 
thoroughly to enjoy the luxury 
of having the salt washed off with 
fresh water. 

The pilot fish were wriggling 
along again in their usual places, 
but whether they were the same 
old ones which had returned after 
the blood bath, or whether they 
were new followers taken over in 
the heat of the battle, we could 
not say. 

On July 21 the wind suddenly

died away again. It was oppres- 
sive and absolutely still, and we 
knew from. previous experience 
what this might. mean.

“There must be living beings 
who breathe and feel and love 
and suffer. I would paint such 
pictures in a cycle.” 

Many of the 1008 paintings 
which he left were pictures or 
studies intended for the great 
life-frieze plan. In atidition, he 
executed work in graphic arts of 
great bulk and power, drawings, 
water colors and sculptures. 

Munch did complete one im- 
portant philosophical work of 
heroic proportions. In 1911 he 
won the competition for deco-

However, for home treat- 
ment one suggested method is to sponge the stain with carbon 
tetrachloride, apply soapsuds generously, and then rinse well. 
Or a warm alcohol solution may do the trick. Heat denatured 
alcohol by placing an unopened bottle in hot water. (Remove 
the water from the stove first, as alcohol is highly inflam- 
mable.) Drop the warm alcohol on the stain with an eye 
dropper, a drop or two at a time, and sponge with a clean 
white cloth, working from the outside in toward the center.

Foremost among the develop- 
ments is the use of rayon to take 
the place of wool. Even of more 
interest is the impressiveness of 
the synthetic materials. All of 
those pretty Scotch plaids for- 
merly confined to woolens for 
the creation of suits and winter 
dresses are now appearing in 
rayon that looks so much like 
wool it takes close scrutiny to 
find the difference. There are 
numerous checked tweeds, too, 
as well as gabardines, novelty 
stripes, and a host of other man- 
made fabrics that are very sheep- 
like in their textures. 

Cotton rivals rayon as a youth- 
ful autumn material. Corduroy 
and velveteen are the favorite 
cotton fabrits, and are strictly 
late 1951 in their motifs, There 
are cleverly styled plaids, imita- 
tion baranduki and other fur 
themes, cross-ribbed é@ffects and 
metallic innovations.

Even if coal should be called upon at some time in the future to 
supply the demands now met by oil and gas, the coal reserves of the 
United States would last about 2000 years at the maximum rate of 
consumption based on past records and assuming a 30 per cent loss 
of coal in mining. — 

These three statements, from "Energy Resources and National 
Policy" issued by the National Resources Committee, Jan. 1939, U. S. 
Government printing office, Washington, D.C., indicate how basic coal 
is to the national economy, how dependably it can continue to provide 
heat and power to individuals and to industry through the years to come. 


Metropolitan St. Louis is at the heart of an area adequately, supplied 
with coal reserves and with mining facilities. The Illinois reserve is 
estimated in the resources sirvey at 197,794,658,000 tons and the 
Missouri reserve at 83,681,170,000. 


Coal is used in the operation of all types of mines and quarries, as 
colliery fuel, as ships’ fuel, in beehive coke ovens, in gas manufacture, in 
steelwork and blast furnaces, in electric power manufacture, on steam 
railroads, and in many other industries. It continues to be a fuel of major 
importance in the heating of factories, warehouses, office and store 
buildings, big and little apartments and private dwellings both with, and 
without, central heating plants. 

Technological advances in mining, washing and cleaning plants, 
controlled grading of sizes, improved knowledge of burning practices, 
improved stoker handling in central heating plants, controlled volatility 
for hand-firing, new concepts of distribution and service to buyers keep 


coal abreast of the consumers’ needs. 


Extra dependability is involved in the fact that coal in the United 
States comes from more than 9000 mines in many different localities, not 
from a few concentrated sources, and can be transported in varied ways 
over varying routes as conditions might require to keep homes warm and 
the wheels of industry turning. 

More than $4,000,000,000 (billions) ar@ invested in the physical 
plants of the bituminous coal-mining industry, and additional millions in 
the coal-transporting equipment of railroads, wholesale and retail dealers. 
Retail merchants, in 1950, handled 87,000,000 tons of coal with’ about 
one out of every five tons produced going into home heating.

stories high in which paddles are 
rotated at a controlled speed caus- 
ing the impurities to drop to the 
bottom and the pure coal to float 
| to the top, pure coal being lighter 
| than rock or slate. 

Mines which do not employ the 
use of the cone use an equally 
| effective method of air-cleaning. 
| With either process used the re- 
| sults are the same—a clean coal 
free from impurities. 

Then the coal gets its beauty 
treatment—a permanent. dust 
control process consisting of an 
oil spray. This is coal’s facial. 

Sprayed With Oil. 

Coal of various sizes is loaded 
into railroad cars from separate 
discharge chutes. At the end of 
each of these chutes, before the 
coal is lowered into the car, the 
coal passes through a compart- 
ment where it is sprayed with oil 
vapor. : 

Modern science has _ taught 
these ‘coal factories: that specific 
kinds of oil are needed for dif- 
ferent kinds of coal. In addition 
to keeping coal dustless, this oil 
treatment closes the microscopic 
cracks in the coal itself, thus 
sealing the coal and keeping 
these cracks from widening. The 
effect of this is to greatly reduce 
the “slacking down” of coal both 
in handling and in the coal bin. 

This treating oil is first heated 
at a central place in the mine 
tipple, then piped under pressure 
to the various places where coal 
is loaded. Thermostatic controls 
on the electric heating elements 
of each nozzle keep the oil heated 
to a ceréain point which gives it 
best distribution over all sides of 
the coal as it tumbles through 
this coal-treating compartment. 

Thanks to these two modern 
developments in the preparation 
factories which prepare coal for 
market, the coal you now get in 
your bin goes farther because it 
is all pure coal, 

And it is so tlean in delivery 
that -in most cases you . would 
never know a coal delivery has 
been made. Best of all, when put 
in the heating plant it is still in 
a dustless condition and _ the 
basement may be kept as clean 
and free from dust as any other 
room in the house.

Bituminous coal mining in the 
United States is an industry of 
some 9000 mines of commercial 
size, located in 30 states and 
Alaska, and managed by 6000 op- 
erating companies. The value of 
the industry’s physical plant ex- 
ceeds four billion dollars. 

There is no corporate “giant” 
in the bituminous coal business. 
The largest commercial corporate 
organization accounts for less 
than 5 per cent of the national 
output. There are only 11 com- 
pany groups under single man- 
agements that produce as much 
as 1 per cent apiece.

Stoker Firing 
Utilizes Gases 


Of Fresh Coal 


Home owners of Greater St. 
Louis who have burned leaves 
raked from the lawn have learned 
something about the way a fur- 
nace acts when fresh coal is put 
on top of a glowing fire. 


Home owners know that when 
unburned leaves are piled on top 
of burning ones, there is quite a 
lot of smoke, and it takes a little 
while before the flame and gases 
formed by the leaves burning be- 
low ignite the leaves on top. Dur- 
ing this period, unburned gases 
go up into the air in the form of 
smoke, 


A hand-fired furnace acts much 
the same way when fresh coal is 
put on the fire. Ignition does not 
take place immediately. Before it 
does, some smoke containing com- 
bustible gases escape, and with it

Stoker Makes Difference. 


When coal is burned in the 
ordinary stove or furnace, fresh 
coal is fed from the top. Then, 
as the gases are released, they go 
up the chimney as smoke unless 
there is a flame and oxygen-laden 
air to burn them. Since one 
fourth to one third of the. total 
weight of coal is made up of these 
gases, some of. the heat is lost 
from improper combustion. 

This is always the case when 
fresh coal is piled on top of burn- 
ing coal. It is different, however,

A coal stoker pushes fresh coal 
| up from the bottom and the fire 
i burns on top. As the fresh coal 
is pushed up,_the gases are re- 
leased, but the only way they can 
escape is by going up through 
the fuel bed where there is flame 
to ignite them. The forced-air fan 
on the stoker puts in the proper 
amount of oxygen-laden air to 
provide efficient combustion. 


Uses Less Coal. 


So when a home is heated with 
a stoker, not only is smoke de- 
creased, but nfore heat is obtained 
from the coal. Normally a stoker 
will provide the same amount of 
heat with one tenth to one fourth 
fewer tons of coal than are used 
in a hand-fired heating plant. 
It’s the efficiency and smoke- 
lessness, plus the lower cost of 
coal, that make stoker heat the 
cheapest method of: automatic 
heat. 

But there are other advantages 
too, such as thermostatic control, 
uniform temperatures, warm 
floors and unstratified air in each 
room, that make a stoker provide 
such satisfactory heat for the 
home. 


Bin-Building 
Ideas Supplied 
By University 


If architects, builders, and home 
planners utilize the latest findings 
from home research at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois there will be no 
more fuel bins tucked in unhandy 
corners of the basement or fuel 
delivery trucks cutting up lawns. 

Ways to simplify the handling 
of coal or coke in homes have 
been under study at the Univer- 
sity for the last.three years by 
Rudard. A. Jones, Research Asso- 
ciate Professor of Architetture, 
under sponsdrship of the Solid- 
Fuel Industry. His findings -have 
been published by the Small 
Homes Council in a non-technical 
circular, “Homes Planned for 
Coal or Coke.” ‘ 


Circular Tells How. 

The ABC’s of planning homes 
for solid fuel use, as set forth in 
the circular, call for the place- 
ment of “The driveway next to 
the fuel bin; the fuel bin, next to 
the heater room; the heater room, 
next to the ash-removal route; the 
ash-removal route, next to the 
driveway.” 

Explaining that all this doesn’t 
happen as an afterthought, the 
circular tells how to plan in ad- 
vance for easy fuel and ash 
handling. 

To demonstrate the ideas, the 
circular presents plans for a one- 
story basementless house, one- 
story house with partial basement, 
a split-level house, and a two- 
story house. In each, special fea- 


tures of fuel handling and ash re- |! 


moval are discussed. Many of the 
ideas in the circular can be ap- 
plied to existing homes. 

Among the suggestions: 

“Locate the bin so that delivery 
can be made directly from truck; 
design the bin for easy filling. 

“Make the bin large enough to 
hold at least half a season’s sup- 
ply of fuel. 

Build Adequate Chimney. 

“Design the bin so that fuel 
can be obtained without entering 
the bin; locate the heating unit 
near the bin. 

“Build an adequate 
near the heating unit. 

“Check ash-removal features 
when selecting heating equip- 
ment. the ash-removal 
route simple and direct.” 

Single copies of “Homes 
Planned for Coal or Coke” may 
be had for 10 cents, the same 
price as 22 other non-technical 
circulars for home planners and 
owners which have been issued 
by the Small Homes Council at 
the University of Illinois.

The only exception is 
where the customer installs a so- 
called “dual” heating device con- 
trolled by an outside sealed 
thermostat which automatically 
switches the heating unit over to 
the auxiliary fuel. These heating 
units burn both gas and some

The bureau commended the 
great majority of heating con- 
tractors in the City of St. Louis 
who are closely co-operating with 
the Better Business Bureau and 
the gas company in complying 
with the above order.

HE CHINESE Reps tried to make a Communist out 
of me. 
They told me frankly: “We want you to know 
about Communism, so that you can go back to the 
American Army and spread Communism there. We want you 
to tell other Americans to go home, to get out of Korea.” 

Then they told me this old story: “We're not fighting 
against you American soldiers. We’re just against your 
leaders.” Ae 

Well, I didn’t believe any of it. I never will. But I learned 
enough in the days I was a Chinese prisoner to make it per- 
fectly clear that the Chinese Reds set a lot of store by 
trying to convert our soldiers to their way of thinking. I’m 
sure they won’t succeed with others, just as they didn’t 
succeed with me. 

But I’m convinced that it’s important to know just how 
they go about trying to convert us, and just how they mean 
to weaken us if they ever do win converts. ~Av 

Let me tell you what happened to me and to a buddy of 
mine. Then I think you'll see that we have a tough, smart 
enemy to fight—an enemy that lots of us fellows in the ranks 
didn’t even know was in the field. 

I was a soldier in K Company, 9th Infantry Regiment, of 
the Second Infantry Division. We were a good outfit, and

headed for the front. At that time, you remem- 
ber, our lines were well into North Korea, and 
we were stabbing toward the Yalu River and 
what we hoped would be the end of the war. 

During October and early November we 
pushed right on north, taking hill after hill. 

Then they hit us. 

It happened one evening about dark. We’d 
had a tough day and for awhile late in the 
afternoon we thought we were going to be 
relieved. We weren’t though, and about dark 
they told our platoon to dig in where we were 
in a Korean village. A little later we got word 
from “L” and “M” companies that the Chinese 
were coming through, and we might have a 
rough night. ; 

I was in a foxhole alone. I heard just three 
shots from an automatic rifle and then—bang! 
I was blown up by an artillery or mortar shell, 
and the next thing I knew there were six 
Chinese pointing rifles and burp guns at me. 
I was scared stiff. I knew they had me, and 
right away I put my hands bshind my neck 
and let them lead me away. 

They took me two and a half miles back into 


- @ rear area—and then the fun started, if that’s 


what they called it. I didn’t. They wanted mili- 
tary information—what our outfit was, where 
it was located, how many in it. I didn’t know, 
and said so. But they didn’t believe me. 


Two Days of Torture 


N OFFICER questioned me, and when he drew 
a blank he had an enlisted man beat me 


with a rifle. My back still hurts. Then they got — 


really tough. They called in a squatty, hard- 
looking Chinese soldier and he took the middle 
finger of my right hand and bent it back, 
farther and farther. I yelled, but he kept push- 
ing. Finally the joint broke, and then they quit 
for awhile. — 

For two days they kept tormenting me off 
and on, until they finally had to move up to 
the front themselves. Then they marched me 
all one night back to their rear areas... 

That’s when the new, silk-glove treatment 
started—the treatment I still believe is prob- 
ably worse than getting yourself hit and 
pushed around or your hand broken. They 
tried to sell me Communism—and I knew it was 
a case of “buy Communism-—or else.” 

They gave me soft treatment, at least by 
comparison. They put me alone in a Korean 
house with a guard standing at the only door. 
An officer —I never learned his name or his 


rank, but I could tell he had authority because 
of the red chevron on his jacket sleeve—asked 
me my name and rank. I told my name—they 
had my dog tag and driver’s license anyway— 
but I gave “recruit” instead of “corpora!’”’ for 
my rank. I told him I was 18. 

Maybe it was because I’m not very old that 
he started out on this kind of a line—that I was 
too young to fight, and that it wasn’t my war 
anyway. He went on to say that the real “war 
criminals” were American and British leaders, 
and that the Chinese would hang them if they 
ever captured them. 


“Equal Shares? Baloney!”’ 


HEN HE talked about life in China. “Every- 

body has equal shares there,” he said. “But 
in America the rich stay rich and the poor stay 
poor.” I don’t claim to know much about 
China, or about international relations, but I 
could tell right off that he was trying to “snow” 
me—to give me a propaganda line. Finally he 
erided up with a sort of bait. I’d told him about 
the way they’d tortured me at the front, and 
he posed, at least, as sympathetic. Said that 
if I could describe who had mistreated me, he’d 
see they were punished. Well, I gave full de- 
scriptions of those two hard-boiled customers 
in the front lines, but I never heard of any- 
thing happening to them. I’m sure the offer 
was just part of a softening-up process. 

My “schooling” went on for the next four 
days with a good deal of persistence. They’d 
give me rice twice a day; and each time they’d 
take me from my prison to another house 
nearby to feed me. The officer would be there, 
and each time he’d give me this “sell’’ on how 
good China was, and how misled we Americans 
were. He kept harping on the same ideas. It 
was boring—but it was darned serious. - 

What would you do in that situation? Alone,

just tortured, with no idea of where your 
buddies were, would you try to argue? I 
thought it over, and decided that the smart 
thing to do was to appear to agree. Maybe I’d 
be put with other Americans. Then together 
we might have some chance of escaping. I was 
really afraid that some day they’d just get 
tired of feeding me, and take me out and shoot 
me. I’d heard of its happening. 

Well, I strung along with this Chinese 
officer. I’d nod “yes” when he made a point 
about China, and “no” when he talked about 
America in his funny, Japanese-interpreter 
style English. He wasn’t very likeable, cer- 
tainly, but I can’t say he was unfriendly. I told 
myself once: “He’s a stinker, but he’s human.” 
Even so, I’m convinced it was all a front, and 
that he’d have killed me in a minute if he 
hadn’t had orders to try to convert me. 

He kept up the lectures for about four days. 
Then for three days they just let me be-—I 
stayed in the Korean house, which was fairly | 
warm from a soft of radiant heating in the 
clay floor. They fed me—not well, but enough. 
I couldn’t talk to anyone, but then they 
weren't twisting my fingers either. Finally, one 
morning the officer called me out. “This,” I said 
to myself, “is probably IT.” 


1 Signed—Nothing 


uTsipg, the officer handed me a sheet of 

white paper and asked me to sign it. Noth- 

ing was written on it. I asked what it was all 

about, but he just said, “You sign. We see.” 
I signed, and that’s all I know about it. 

The next thing, the officer motioned for the 
Chinese G.I. to take me on down a road. I 
figured at first he was going to shoot me, and 
I begged the officer not to send me. Then he ~ 
said: “We’re sending you back to the Ameri- 
can army. We want you to tell them about 
Communism. We want you to persuade them 
to quit fighting. Good-by.” oe: 

I still didn’t believe him, but I walked on 
slowly ahead of the Chinese soldier. After we 
had gone about a mile, he handed me a bag 
of rice, and pointed toward a hill. “Melicum 
line,” he said. “You go.” Boy! It was raining 
and cold, and there was snow on the ground. 
They’d taken my field jacket and my pile coat, 
and they’d given me Korean slippers in place 
of my watertight G.I. boots. But as soon as I 
was out of sight of that Chinaman, I ran like 
hell. Freedom—it was wonderful! |

‘We're 
going to give you something to do to pass the 
time,’ he said. ‘We’re going to help you see 
what goes on on both sides of the world.’ 

“For the next two weeks it was just like high 
school. From 9 to 11 every morning, and from 
1 to 3 p.m. they would hold ‘classes.’ 


Communism in Easy Lessons 


R. HO or one of his two assistants would 
bring us all together. Then he’d hand 
out newspapers or magazines—the Communist 
Shanghai Daily News is one I remember—and 
tell us to read articles he’d indicate. We'd read 
them—or make believe we read them—and then

he’d lead us in discussion: 


“They made all the old enemy claims—that 


they didn’t blame American soldiers, but only 


their leaders; that America was the aggressor 
in Korea; that the Chinese were all merely 
‘yolunteers’ serving without pay in North 
Korea; and other silly. arguments. 
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‘We want you to spread

“We soon decided how to handle them. Our 
senior officer, a G.I. lieutenant, told us, ‘Just 
let them say what they want, and agree with 
everything. Don’t argue.’ 

“That’s what we all did—we'd tell them right 
back what the articles said, and we’d appear to 
agree with them. Then after the lectures were 
over, we’d laugh and kid each other about how 
well we had learned today’s ‘lesson:’ 

“One day they came around and took pic- 
tures of our group while we were eating. They 
said they wanted to show the world how well 
treated we were. What they didn’t show was 
that we got rice twice a day, and nothing more, 
except a couple of times when they served 
some meat. It was dog meat. 

“We didn’t see any Russians, but one day a 
British correspondent stopped to see us for 40 
minutes. He was real pro-Communist. 

“The whole object of the ‘school’ was to get 
us to go back to the American army and preach 
Communism. They didn’t try to recruit us into 
their forces. They were so serious that a couple 
of times they handed us paper, and had the 
squad leaders read a sort of ‘assignment’ sub- 
ject. We had to write little essays on it. We 
signed them and handed them in. Later we 
kidded about our ‘home work.’ 

“I don’t know what Mr. Ho and the others 
really thought they had accomplished. I’m sure 
they felt they had convinced at least some of 
us. But from what I heard from our fellows, I 
don’t think even this was true. 


HEARTY welcome comes from Rev. S. L. 
Flickinger, pastor of neighborhood church. 


“Anyway, they announced that we were to be 
freed—as many as could walk to the American 
lines. On February 10 they gave 35 of us $20 in 
American army script, and 11 cups of rice— 
rations for three nights. 

“Then they gave us each a pass. On it were 
instructions in English and Chinese. ‘To sur- 
render to the victorious Chinese forces,’ it read 
as I remember, ‘simply cry out “Posan” and 
you will be accented as a friend by the Chinese 
soldiers.’ What they meant, of course, was that 
we should give these passes to other Ameri- 
cans, who would then surrender. We turned 
them in to the Army authorities when we 
reached our own lines.” 

This is Mac’s story, and from here on it’s a 
good deal like mine. 

I set off along the crest of a hill toward the 
U.S. lines, and Mac, with his buddies, marched 
down a road at night. After the third night’s 
walking, they reached a G.I. outpost, and got 
recognized and taken in. 


| Hiked to Freedom 


HAD IT a little tougher. I walked night and 
day, and when I couldn't walk I slept out on 
the hillsides without blankets or enough cloth- 
ing. I got cold. and wet and sick, and my hands 
and toes were frostbitten. Finally, right at the 
end, I had to swim a small river. On the far 
bank, just as I hailed an American patrol, I 
passed out in the water. They came right up, 
fished me out, revived me, and sent me to a 
field hospital. That was the end of the tough- 
est, cruelest experience I éver expect to have. 
I'll tell you one thing about it, though. They 
didn’t convert me. They never will, and I’ve got 
the proof. After I got back to the States the 
Army gave me the choice of picking duty here 
or of getting out of service altogether. I turned 
both down. I’m reporting to the Second 
Armored Division right soon now, and in an- 


' other month or so I’ll be a soldier with a com- 


bat unit once more. 

I’m an American, and I’ll still be one long 
after those Commies in Korea have folded up 
their propaganda manuals and gone home.

OME WOMEN WHO WANT BABIES but 
haven't been able to have them will 
benefit from a discovery: sterility, in 
some cases, is caused by common 

germs such as streptococci. The germs appar- 
ently kill sperm and prevent conception. Two 
doctors report that tests show the presence of 
the germs in a number of women who had been 
barren for years. When antibiotic drugs were 
injected, many of the women were able to 
become pregnant. 


HELP FOR ACNE: A new hormone cream — for 
men and women—has helped a number of peo- 
ple, some of whom had acne, a skin infection, 
for as long as 15 years. Used once a day—as an 
after-shave cream by men or as a powder 
base by women—the cream reduced excessive 
skin oiliness. Pimples virtually disappeared in © 
two-thirds of the cases within six weeks. 
(Many of these cases had failed to respond to 
dietary, X-ray or ultra-violet treatment.) The 
, new cream produced good to fair improvement 
in other cases. 


A NEW OPERATION now makes possible sur- 
gical removal of dead material that may block 
blood vessels in hardening of the arteries, a 
major cause of death. It’s especially valuable 
when the blocked circulation leads to gangrene 
in the leg. The new technique has restored 
circulation in nine cases out of 10. — 


GOOD NEWS FOR DOG OWNERS: A new dis- 

temper vaccine gives lasting immunity with a 

single injection. Until now, it had been neces- 

sary for veterinarians to inject pups with a 
, whole series of shots to achieve immunity. 


ULCERS may be made much less painful through 
use of certain powerful prescriptions of anti- 
histamines. A number of patients were relieved 
completely when they were given the prescrip- 
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tions. According to recent medical reports, 
some of the patients had suffered from ulcers 
for 15 years. All had failed to respond to stand- 
ard treatment. Even when patients were 
allowed to eat and smoke as much as they 
liked, the anti-histamine — the only medicine 
given during the tests — apparently prevented 
pain. ; 

X-rays indicated that in most of the cases, 
the ulcérs were healing, inactive, or reduced 
in size. Only a small number of patients have 
been treated so far, however, and much more 
evidence is needed before anti-histamines can 
be accepted as a proved relief. .

almost 50% of those getting silver nitrate 
became irritated, indicated by redness, swell- 


ing or discharge. But only 10.6% of those given 
penicillin showed any symptoms. Many doctors 


have known that penicillin is much safer and | 


more effective. The hitch: regulations in many 
localities still permit use of only silver nitrate.
